‘we have put dowm the new engino shaft 
in the western lode 110 feet. We intend 
this abaft to go pretty deep to test the deep 
ground. This-of course is not an im- 
mediately remunerative work; still, it 
employs thirty-eight coolies and two white 
men. In the Raab Hole we are just com- 
mencing tv extend our levels so a8 to have 
siffcient ground to work on. At Bakis 
Coman, a concession about 1f miles from 
Raub wo are at work, but of course the 
work is principally prospecting in old 
Malay workings and shows no immediate 
return. On the eastero lode the prospects 
ard ‘very good, bat we can’t do much by 
rosso of water: Tivo pumpa will artive 
shortly, however, calculated to draw, one 
20;000 and one 35,000 gallons per hour.’
